ADDITIONAL REMARKS. 


In submitting this report the Directors are gratified in being able to 
state that the assessments for the past year amount to only two per 
cent. , being the lowest since 1853. and with four years only excepted, 
the lowest in any year since our organization. It is believed the mem- 
bers of this Company will be the more gratified to learn that this high- 
ly favorable result of its last year’s history has happened at the very 
time when the stock companies of the country are increasing their 
rates in an extraordinary degree. The reason for this wide difference 
lies in the different principles on which this Company and the stock 
companies are based. The latter are designed as sources of profit to 
their stockholders, and hence they must exact largely from the insured 
beyond the actual cost of insurance ; their scope also is wider, insuring 
in city and country, and to some extent thrusting upon country proper- 
ty the burden of paying the losses on more exposed city property, 
while the rule and practice of the Vermont Mutual is, and ever has 
been, to insure the property of its members for the actual, cost ofinsu - 
ranee, consisting of the annual amount of losses and expenses. When 
to this is added the fact, that no payments are required in advance from 
the insured except to meet current expenses and losses of one hundred 
dollars, or less, this Company is, both in theory and fact, cheaper and 
sounder than any Company founded on other principles. The capital 
of this Company amounts to over nine dollars to each one hundred dol- 
lars insured, while the average of the stock Companies is less than two 
dollars to each one hundred insured. This general rule, of insuring at 
actual cost as above explained, is also carried out in detail in each of the 
different classes of property insured by the Company; so that each class 
bears its own burden. To this last rule there is one exception to a pre- 
cisely exact distribution of burdens to each class, and that is in the 
fact that, as a matter of prudence, a margin is reserved on hazardous 
property to cover the extraordinary losses to which that class of proper- 
ty is liable. But to proceed from general principles to details, the fol- 
lowing table show's the actual cost to the insured in this Company the 
past year, on various discretions of property in the different classes :
